TO PRESS SCHOOL FIGHT

Takoma Park Committee Will Urge
Need Before Senate Body.

Impetus was given to Takoma
Park's fight for a $90,000 eight-roo-

addition and assembly hall for the
Takoma Park, D. C, public school, at
a special meeting of the committee, on
education of the Takoma Park Citi-
zens' Association last night, at the
Takoma Park Library.

A statement was prepared for the
Senate subcommittee of the "Finance
Committee, setting forth in brief
form the urgent need of the addition.

RUSSIANS AT RIGA

PRESS OFFENSIVE

Czar's Forces Advance in Vio-

lent Fighting on

River Aa.

LONDON, Jan. 9. Russia's thrust
on the Riga front assumed the Im-
portance of a continued offensive to-

day. It has already gained consider-
able ground against the German col-

umns and apparently was proceeding
today with extraordinary violent
fighting.

It Is along the reaches, of the Aa
river apparently that the most bitter
fighting is proceeding. Russian forces
have made a distinct advance in this
this sector. Artillery firing has in-

creased violently all along this line.

BERLIN ADMITS LOSSES

Russians Recapture Island In Fight-

ing Below Riga.
BERLIN (via Sayvllle wireless).

Jan. D. A Russian atack, made in a
dense snowstorm, recaptured the
island of Tilaudon, north of Illuxt,
taken from them by German forces
on January 4, today's official state-
ment said, in describing the fighting
south of Riga.

Renewed advances on both side's of
the Aa river were repulsed. Night ad-
vances of Russian raiding detach
ments between Frlederichstadt and
the road from Mltau to Olal were un-
successful. I

BRITISH CRUISER IN PACIFIC.
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 9. The pres-

ence ,ln the Pacific Ocean of a British
auxiliary cruiser, presumably a for-
mer Peninsular and Oriental liner,
was reported here today by officers
of the Norwegian steamer Cuzoo,
which arrived from Mexican ports.
The vessel encountered by the Cuzoo
was a steamer of about 11,000 tons,
which demanded the Cuzoo's nation-
ality when off Cape San Lucas, Lower
California.

CANADIAN LOSSES HEAVY.
OTTAWA, Jan. 0. Canadian casual-

ties from the opening of the war to
December 31 total 08,290, as follows:
Killed, 10.S34 died of wounds, 4,010;
died of sickness, 464; presumed dead.
1,108; wounded, 48.4$4; missing, 2,970.

The casualties in 1916, when Can-
ada had only one division at the front,
totaled 14,453.

HOLMES' BAKERY

Washingtonians Enjoy Romance

of Breadmaking in Big

Modern Plant.

Scores who may have heard a trav-eltal- k

took one last evening a trav-eltal-k

talk of an hour or more, that
might have been called the romance
of modern bread-makin-

Holmes' Modern Bakery will con-
tinue to be "at home" to the Wash-
ington public each evening except
Saturday for several week. Expert
demonstrators will conduct the visi-
tors through the 100,000 feet of floor
space of the big new bakery at 107-11- 5

F street northwest, which, com-
bined with the prevent plant, makes
one of the largest and most complete-
ly equipped plants In the country.

Grandmother, the classic bread
maker, would marvel at the sights she
could see there. Instead of the erst-
while barrel of flour, for example',
there are piles and piles of great d

bags of flour stored Up on the
top floor resting on skids to aerate it
and avoid worm breeding.

Large Quantities Used.
AVhere grandmothers apportioned

their bread making by pounds and
loaves, and "pinches" of sale, and
pints of milk, a great modern plant
like this works in hundreds of pounds
and loaves, in quarts of salt, and In
gallons of milk.

The new building is fireproof, with
Iron stairways, and white enameled
'walls. In one respect grandmother
differed not a whit from the Holmes
standard, for the mammoth plant 1b

as scrupulously clean In every nook
and cranny as her kitchen. The
Health Department once gave a rat-
ing of 99.75 per cent to this establish-
ment. It even goes the home-mad- e

process one better by devices through
which bread Is handled usually but
twice, at most three times, before it
gets to the consumer.

Flour is slaved three times, once
on Its way from the bags on the
fourth floor, down chutes to the bins,
again before it goes into the blender,
and again after that.

Large Mixing Roan.
On the third foor Is the big mixing

room, along a platform on one side
the chutes which bring the fuolr from
aloft, in quantities controlled by the
operators, and Ice boxes containing
milk, supplied to this bakery by eight
shippers.

Just oft tho platform are the big
flour mixers, Into which the milk is
siphoned, and then the mixture runs
out Into the dough troughs. Thence
the dough goes to,tho chute carrying
It to the dough reservoirs for the scal-

ing machine.
On this floor is a testing labora-

tory, and a room containing kit for
first aid treatment.

For Employes' Comfort.
The equipment for employes' com-

fort throughout the new plant is no-

table. There are locker rooms, wash
rooms, shower baths, and ice water
available everywhere.

The seend floo Is the baking plac.
The dough is divided Into loaves in
a "rounder" and a belt device comes
flnrth tir convey these loaves, in
fours. Into an automatic proofer, re.
malnlng there eight minutes. From
there it is fed into an elevator and
conveyed to molding machines, and
thence to a platform, where It i

handled for the first time. -- The men
put the loaves on racks, and It Is put
Into a proof box. wnicn aoes uie

mp thine- that grandmother accorn
Dllshed by nutting a cloth over the
bowl of dough and letting it stand
for several hours.

Bread Wrapped In Paper.
Then the loaves go to the great

draw plate ovens, each plate holding
480 loaves, and these plates slide
back and forth Into the ovens on
roller devices.

From the otens Uie bread Is com eyed
to the wrapping room, where It Is
wrapped Into paper, and hands o not
touch tho bread again until it Is opened
In the buyer's home.

On F street the bakorj extends from
107 to 115, and It also occuplu a front
age from 608 to 618 ort" First street.
